4, Original plans, construction, etcet The house has
field stone foundations and is two and one half
stories with 3teeply pitched gable roof of slate.
The front and rear elevation 1s decorated by carved
wooden bargeboards with a vine-motif, on the roof
gables and the gable of the entrance porchs. Brass
finials rise from either end of the roof ridgepole
and from the outer end of the porch gable ridgepole.
The windows and front door have label lintels. The
wrought iron fence and fence posts appear to be
original. Originally, the exterior walls had board

: and batten sidinge. The house originally had nine
. .. rooms, including three upstairs bedrooms, plus a

‘:7 kitchen, living room, parlor, dining room and two
bedrooms downstairss

5« Alterations and additions: About 1960, the original
battens were removed and the boards were covered by
composition shingle sidings One the east side of
the house, a brick foundation appears to indicate
that the room on this gide was enlarged, probably
a bed room , and the oldest bathroom was installed.
This bathroom hag the original enclesed copper tube.

In addition to the three bedrooms on the second floor,
there is a small walkein room, probably a utility or
linen roome A shed is attached to the rear of the house.
This appears to have been built at the same time as

the house or shortly thereafter.
